The reuDion of the surviving members 


of the Thirteenth Illinois Infantry re­ 
minds The TELECJiiAFii of the patriotic 
origin of that splendid regiment which 
performed such gallant service for the 
cause o f the Union. 
No where in all the 


land was there a stronger feeling for sus­ 
taining the Union and upholding the Lin­ 
coln administration in the efforts to put 
down the rebellion than that which was 
felt here in Dixon. 
It was almost unani­ 
mous. 
On the seventeenth of April the 


citizens o f Dixon, 
almost without dis­ 
tinction of party held a public w'ar meet­ 
ing at which great enthusiasm prevailed, 
^ d the organization of a company w’as 
at once commenced. 
On,the 22d day of 


April the members of the company met at 
their armory and elected the following 
officers: A. B. Gorgas, Captain, Henry captain; S.'M. Hobson, first lieutenant; 
T. Noble First, and Henry 
Dement 


Second Lieutenants; Benjamin Gilman 
First, and O. M. Pugh, Second Sergeant. 
The company the same day hoisted a flag 
opposite the Mayor a office, bearing the 
motto “ The Union Forever.” 
Two other companies, the Dixon Cadets 


and the Dixon Blues, were organized 
within a few days, but their services were 
not needed on account of the regiments 
under the first call being full. 
Nearly all 


the members of these two companies af­ 
terwards enlisted again. 
The feeling of patriotism that pervailed 


this little city at that time was not sur­ 
passed any where in all the land. 
Only a 


few days after the organization of the 
first company—which afterward became 
Company A. of the 13th regiment—the 
ladies of Dixon made a beautiful silk ban­ 
ner, into which was woven a portion of 
aWeritable Flag of Bunxer Hill, of the 
Revolution, and that was presented to the 
company at a public meeting in the Court 
House park by Miss Mary Williams, now 
Mrs. Henry D. Dement. 
W e cannot bet­ 
ter express the sentiment of that day and 
our people than by giving the presenta­ 
tion speech. 
Miss Williams, as she un­ 
folded the elegant flag and presented it 
to the boys, said: 


B r a v e So ld i er s of DrxoN:—I, as a 


representative of your mothers, your sI |k 
ters, and your friends, present you with 
this banner, the gift of our love—the work 
of our hands. 
It is consecrated by the 


memory of the heroes whose blood bap­ 
tised it: by the remembrance of the dear 
ones whose prayers have sanctified it. 
Btrange and marvelous sounds the truth 


in our ears, that the sun shines th u d a y 


upon souls who would trample this—the 
brave “ Flag of the Union” —beneath 
whose shadow our Fathers fought and 
bled—in the dust; that the liberties which 
they d itd to save should be esteemed by 
American citizens as trifles light as air, or 
as evils against which their rebellious 
arms must be arrayed. 


J, J. Cole, second lieutenant. 
These were busy times in Dixon. 
The 


goyernment could not furnish uniforms 
and so the ladies went at it and made 
suits for the boys of Company A and w'e 
never shall forget the crowded Hall and 
busy fingers that worked almost night and 
day preparing the boys for the march to 
the front. 
The regiment was mustered into ser­ 
vice about the 10th of May by Col. John 
E. Smith—(afterward General) aid to Gov­ 
ernor Yates, under an act of the legisla­ 
ture, soon alter the bill passed. 
The reg­ 
iment afterwards was mustered into the 
United States lervice by Captain John 
Pope, of the Regular Army. 
Captain 


Pope w’as afterwards made a Major Gen­ 
eral and commanded the Army of the Po­ 
tomac at the second battle of Bull Run, 
where he would have achieved a glorious 
victory had it aot been for the treachery 
of Fitz John Porter. 
On Sunday, June IGth, 1861 the Thir­ 
teenth Rtgiment of Illinois volunteers one 
of the veiy first accepted by the Govern 
ment to put down the rebellion, broke 
camp and marched out of the “ Fair 
Grounds” through the streets and took the 
I. C. railroad cars for the South. 
They 


again went into camp at Casyvllle, this 
State, and a few weeks later inarched 
through St. Louis, where they were 
threatened by a mob, and again went in­ 
to camp at Rolls, Missouri, and the bal­ 
ance of their record is recorded m history. 
The Sterling Standard has this brief 


mention, in an editorial, of the war record 
of the Thirteenth: 
“ Colonel John B. 
Wyman, the* first 


colonel of this regimmit, was killed De­ 
cember 28, 1862, at Chickasaw Bayou, in 
leading an assanlt on the strongholds of 
Vicksburg. 
The thirteenth belonged to 


the Fifteenth A m y Corps, and did good 


' 
To you we look—the free-born sons of 


I America—with true hearts and strong 
i arms—to relrive the honor of the “ stars 
. and stripes;” and regain its lost dominion. 
May God defend the right, and may 


His spirit unite all hearts—North, South. 
East and West—in true unwavering de­ 
votion to eur “ Star Bpangled Banner.', 


Fresh andunstalnod wc commit this to 


your care. 
May this staff never know t he 


clasp of an enemy's hand; may these silk­ 
en folds never wav« o'er a traitor’s head. 
In the spirit of the true Spartan mother, 


who said to her son as he went forth to 
the battle field, “ Return with your shield 
or on it” —we say to you:—Bear this as 
conquerors—be it your glory or your 
winding sheet. 
This was re^onded to, in behalf of the 


company, by U. A. Williams (afterwards 
Captain, now dead). 


The occasion was one never to be forgot­ 
ten byvthoso present. 
Wlien the beauti­ 
ful flag was unfolded to the breeze the 
people were inspired with an enthusiasm 
indiscribable. 
A few days after that patriotic event 


the Ecvcrai companies that were to be 
formed into a regiment went into canp 
at what was then the Fair Grounds, east 
of the city beyond 4 he cemetery, then 
known as Camp Dement. The companies 
w’ere all in camp on the ninth of May. 
On the follow ing day the ten companies, 
composed then of nine hundred and 
seventy men, elected the following regi­ 
mental officers: John P. Wyman, Col­ 
onel; B. F. Parks, Lieutenant Colonel ; A. 
B. Gorgas, Major; II. P. Wickcs, Drum 
Major. 
Colonel’s staff consisted of A. 


W. Pitts, Commissary ; W . C. Henderson, 
Quarter Master; J. L. McCleary, Asst. 
Quarter Master, II. T. Porter, Adjutant; 
Dr. S. C. Plumer, Surgeon; Dr. D. W . 

Surgeon; Rev. J. C. Miller, 
Chaplain; F. A. Harrington, Instructor.

engaged, killed and wounded, and its 
baltle-flag in 3femorial Hall, at Sprin- 
fleld, bears this inscription: 
“ Scargeant 
Patrick Reilley, whose blood stains this 
flag, was Color sergeant of the Thirteenth 
Illinois Infantry, in a chaise upon the 
enemy at Ringgold Gap, G«., Novembei 
27th, 1863. 
When very near the rebel 


position he was shot through the heart, 
and fell forward dead, with the colors 
clasped tightly in his armi.”

INGALLS DENOUNCES COMMISSIONER 


BLACK AS AN “ IMPOSTER.

Ingalls protested 
against 
Commissioner 
Black, of the pension bureau, enjoying a 
pension of $100 a month, while he, as In- 
£ *11* contended, is engaged in impeding and 
prev enting the granting of pensions to 
others just os deserv ing. 
Ingalls declared 
tha t Gen. Black’s pension was granted on 
false pretenses, and ho denounced Gen. 
Black as that “im poster.’’ 
Ingalls assorted 
tha t Gen. Black had slandered his prede­ 
cessor. 
Voorhees w arm ly defended Gen. 
Black. 
He bad known him, ho said, since 
Black was a boy of IS*, when he broko away 
from college to go into the arm y. 
Gen. 
Black’s m ilitary serv ices bad L en excep­ 
tionally brilliant. 
Voorhees 
saw 
Gen. 
Black when the pension was applied for; 
and be did not conceiv e it possible for a 
hum an l*°ing, wounded as Black was, to 
liv e. 
Ho was tben wasted aw ay to a skele­ 
ton; blood poisoning was rav aging bis w hole 
system; bone.* bud been cut from hi* arms 
and a sim ilar operation was threatened as 
to his logs. 
Voorbeo* bad left bis side de­ 
spairing of ev er seeing him aliv e again. He 
[Voorhees; held himsolf responsible to an­ 
swer for the justice and propriety of the 
pension anywhere and ev ery where. 
It had 
not noc been obtainod under false pretences. 
Gen. Black was to day perform ing bis du­ 
ties while open running wounds from shat­ 
tered bones, were draining him of hit 
strength. 
Those who know Gen. 
Black 
bast would hear with pain the rem arks 
made by the senator from Kansas—not that 
their opinion of 
Gen. 
Black would be 
changed, but because a senator used his jk>- 
sition thu» to speak of a man who was holp- 
less to strike back in his own person. 
Ingalls said Le did not stand bore to dis­ 
parage the v alor of courage of Gen. Black, 
put merely asserted that tha t officer had re­ 
ceiv ed bis present pension upon allegations 
that did not exist, and tha t do not exist to­ 
day. 
As to Gsn. Black’s wounds, Ingalls 
rem arked that no pension could be too largo 
for these wounds. 
It was not of the large­ 
ness of the pension tha t he complained. 
No 
man could be paid with $ 100 a m onth for 
being torn by shot and shelL 
W hat Ingalls 
complained of, was tha t hav ing obtained 
that pension upon those pretexts, 
“John 
Gbarles Black’’ should hav e signalized his 
adv ent into the place he now held by pro­ 
test against the paym ent of sm aller pensions 
to men who were as greatly disabled as 
himself; he [Gen. Black] stood to-day co­ 
operating with the president of the U nited 
States in v etoing little measures of relief at 
per month to priv ate soldiers who could 
to t secure sufficient ev idence to establish 


by si 1» with pig-iron protectionists, the Ad­ 
v ocates of the greatest measure of personal 
freedom, and the irreconcilable enemy of 
all sum ptuary laws standing cheek by jowl 
with tbo adv ocate of blue laws. 
He had 
seen the supporter of the free trade Confed­ 
erate constitution petitioning hero for tbo 
passage of the most outrageous measure of 
protection, the most unjustifiable measure of 
protection that He had ev er seen brought 
before congresa 
In order to take up this 
bill the bouse baa passed ov er measures for 
the reduction of taxen 
The gentleman 
from Illinois [Morrison] had a few days ago 
said to the Democrats, “W hat brought you 
here' who sent you here! and w hat did you 
c< ms for? 
To reform the m aladm inistra­ 
tion of public affairs, to reduce the num ber 
and wages of public officers, and to lighten 


the burthen of taxation.” 
Nobody had de­

BY MUTUAL CONCESSIONS. 


A .Strike Invo lving 3,000 Co lliers Is Sat­ 
isfacto rily Settled. 
T y rone, Pa., May 26, — A settlement of tha 
strike in the Clearfield bituminious coal dis­ 
trict was effected Tuesday by mutual con 
cessions 
The result was wholly unex pected 
and g ives rise to g reat rejoicing by both 
operators and miners. 
A committee of 
five, representing 3,000 miners, instructed to 
act independently of the Knig hts of Labor, 
met here with a committee of operators ap- 
jointed by the Philadelphia coal ex chang e. 
After considering the question of resumption 
a written ag reement was effected whereby 
the miners ag ree to resume at the old wag es 
of 40 cents per 2,¡240 pounds, on condition of 
just weig ht with check weig hmen; abolition 
of the store-order sy stem; cash monthly 
pay ments, and privileg e of making pur­ 
chases wherever desired. 
The price for all 
dead work and other disputes will be set­ 
tled between mine superintendents and their 
men, and that all miners shall be re-em­ 
ploy ed without discrimination. 
Work will 
be resumed on Thursday nex t 
This action 
g overns two-thirds of tbe whole number of 
miners employ ed in this district 
No ac­ 
tion the miners in Federation No. 3 may 
now take can chang e the result of the 
work of the independent committee.

We passed thro u gh a so rt o f m ar­ 
ket, table's o n either side, a s we passed o n u n­ 
der the o nce lo ftlv arch o f the theatre o f Mar- 
eellu s, mid o n these tables lay bread, fish, 
meat, fru it—all so rts o f things, in fact, and 
apparently in all Stages o f decay . And y et, 
after all, the fo rm o f o u r appro ach to the ta­ 
bles thro u gh this line o f fo o d was no t at all 
u nlike the arrangement at the Athenaeu m 
du b in Lo ndnn. 
My white-haired, silent, and my sterious 
host would point out the various articles

we see the man as he desires to be seen by u s, 
bu t behind his bark we take him by su rprise, 
and catch sight o f his character.

Who is the individu al that co mes shu ffling 
by , kno cking his knees and dragging his sho es 
and lo sing his pro perty fro m sheer inability 
to remember that he lias go t itf There is an 
o ld say ing, a significant o ne, to describe a 
man o f weak character—that he has “no back­ 
bo ne in him.” We are afraid there is no t 
mu ch backbo ne in the man who walks as if 
no t qu ite su re where he is go ing to , who dro ps 
his letters, and never cares to straighten his 
sho u lders. 
Still, he Is a go o d-natu red fello w, and by 
so me instinct we read o n his back that he has 
an ambitio n to Ik* amu sing. 
One is perfectly 
certain that the man with su ch a bac k sings 
co mic so ngs; equ ally certain that ho never 
kno ws when peo ple cease to lau gh at the so ng 
and begin to lau gh at himself. 
No w, there are so me men in who m fo rce o f 
character is carried into the extreme, and 
beco mes hardness and 
habitu al 
severity . 
They are the o gres o f the real wo rld, and 
their ho mes are dens. 
A severe back is a 
pleasanter sight to see than a severe face. 
One do es no t care to be ro u nd at the o ther 
side. 
It is no t what we wo u ld call the ju st 
and righteo u sly indignant back, which is 
srraight and no ble, a fine thing, and a vener­ 
able. 
It is the bu lldo g-sho u ldered back that 
deno tes the do mestic o gre.
